cation from Mr. J. J. Warner, in the 
Los Angeles (Cal.) Slur: 


I have read of the horrors of the 


London plague, and of tho more than 
decimation by pestilence of the Inhabi- 
tants.of tha^vanous parts of the world, 
in different ages, and of the destruction 
of mankind by .the angels of the Lord, 
and by destroying angels; but! I hive 
never read or heard of such a general 
dcstruettort of people bjany angelhood 
or bad, or by plague or peatilcnco, a» 
that which swept the vajley of the Sac- 
ramento and Sun Jqaquin in the sum- 
morof!833. 


In the autumn of 1832 a party, of 


which tho writer was a member, travel- 
ed from tho mountains down along the 
banks of the San Joaquin rivar and up 
those, of the Sacramento to some dis- 
tance above the confluence of the latter 
witb tho Vealbcr river. 
The number 


of Indians living along and iti the vic- 
inity of the banks of the rivers was so 
much greater than I had ever seen liv- 
ing upon the same area of country, that 
it presented a constant source of sur* 
prise. Tbe conclusion wag then reach- 
ed by mo that there was no other place 
on tho continent, north of the tropics, 
the natural productions of which could: 
support so large a population as was 
then living in the section of country to 
which I have referred. 


In tho latter part of the summer of 


1833 we entered the northern extremity: 
of the Sacramento valley from the Kla- 
math'lake and Pitt river cauntriii We. 
found tho northern part of the valley; 
strewn with the skeletons and 
frag' 


mentsof skeletons of Indians, under thel 
shading trees, around springs and the 
convenient watering places, upon tho 
banks of the river, and over the plain, 
where wolves and coyotes, waddling 
from tree to tree or over the plain,thcir 
hides distended with unnatural fatness, 
hud dragged and denuded them. 
From 


the lit ad of the valley to the American 
river, but one living Indian was seen, 
and he was tho most perfect personifica- 
tion of solitude that was ever presented 
to my view; his wasted muscles, his 
eyes deeply sunk in their sockets, as if 
there were no brains within the crani- 
um, emitted a dull, vacant gaze, as if 
aetouinhed. to behold a living human be- 
ing, wbcu ho believed that all, all were 
dca'd, nnd ho alone left, telling most 
emphatically of his utter loneliness, of 
how ho hud seen the destroying augol 
engaged in hist work of death on every 
hand, and wherever hiaeyes were turn- 
ed, until he himself was prostrated, not 
killed, but loft to rise-upon his fcot.and 
wander about among the bones and fes- 
tering: bodies of. his folk. The dwell- 
ings of tbo Indiani in the numerous vil- 
lages located upon and along the hanks 
of tho Sacramento river and its tributa- 
ries were void, und no foot-tracks but 
those of fowls and wild beasts .were "to 
be scon in tho lonely villages. 


As wo traveled southerly the skele- 


tons wore of a fresher appearance,* and 
before rcachipg the buttcs, and from 
thence southerly, tho entire or partially 
dovoured bodies of tho Indians, in all 
stages of decay, wore so iu1 variably 
found in and about all the conrenieijt 
add desirable camping places that it 
became ,necessary, in order to'escape 
the stonvh of decomposing humanity, 
to seek our night's encampments on the 
open pUin.1

''After crossing Feather river, these 


villages along the Sacramento which in 
th« winter previous: were each inhabited 
by .hundreds of Indians were desolate, 
and tho abodes of ruin. 
The same 


appalling proofs of this dire calamity 
were constantly presented to us as we 
traveled up the San Joaquin. 
Neither 


biblical or .profane history has por- 
trayed such mournful results of the 
march' of a destroying angel as were 
presented to our senses as we ropassed 
through', along by, and around those 
silent and vacated villages, which some 
ten months before we had seen swarm- 
ing with Indian life and resounding 
with voices from hundreds of human 
throats. 


Around the nuked villages, graves 


and the ashes of i'unerul pyres, the 
skeletons and swollen bodies told a tale 
of death such as to us no written record 
had ever revealed. From the bead of 
the Sacramento valley until we reached
